LODZ A TEXTILE CENTRE. 


Polish City Has the Second Largest 
Cotton Trade’ in Europe. 


The second largest cotton textile cen- 
tre in Europe ts Lodz, Poland, accord 
ing to the Polish. Information Bureau 
in the United States. Exports in cot- 
ton goods from Lodz are increasing 
weekly. Recently, Lodz textile manu- 
facturers. opened branches in Danzig 
In order to enable them to meet foreign 
competition more successfully. During 
the first thrée months of 1922, the cot- 
ton industry of Lodz exceeded the pre- 
war production average. 

At' the same time, the home market is 
expanding rapidly. The needs of the 
population. are’ incomparably greater 
than before the war, for the material 
condition of the peasants ic. at the pres- 
ent time, much better than in prewar 
days. <A large proportion of the tex- 
tiles manufactured In Lodz before the 
war were «xported to Russia and other 
Eastern markets, but, at present, ow- 
ing to the lack of a trade agreement be 
tween Poland and Russia, Lodz is send 
ing its products more extensively to the 
South and, West, 

In normal times, Lodz is also an im 
portant woolen textile centre. but at 
present the condition of this industry 
In no way compares with the cotton in- 
dustry. Not only is the home demand 
for woolen goods much less extensive 
than for cotton goods, but the advers 
condition of Polish exchange makes it 
difficult. for woolen textile producers to 
obtain raw materials such as wool 
dyes, &c. Furthermore, much more ex- 
tensive credits are necessary in -h< 
woolen. industry than in ‘the cotton iIn- 
dustry, for the customary terms of sale 


provide for a much longer period for 
the turnover of the ¢ Ss.

Justice Cautions Counsel. 


“It is absurd,’’ sgid John E. Mack, 
appearing for the infant Guy Stillman,

Lawyers for Mrs, Stillman quickly 
made a similar motion before Justice 
Morschauser, who set a date for déter- 
mining the issue one day before the date 
set by Justice Tompkins for His hearing 
on this motion. Justice Mo auser ac- 
c mon the report at Poughkeepsie. The 

owing day Justice Tompkins, in his 
courtroom at Nyack, denounced the 
haste shown in sttenpting to cogete’ 
his ruling on a motion properly before 
his court. He reserved decision, and 
several days later announced that his 
conclusion was that the attempt to take 
a case out of his hands. was highly im- 
proper, but that he would do nothing 
about it, because he did not want to 
complicate the case any further.

LONDON, Nov. 21:—It is the duty 
of every patriotic citizen, in view -of 
the difficulties with which the country 
is confronted, to assist the Government 
of the-day by every means at his dis- 
posal. Factious. criticism’ disturbs 
judgment and tends to unnerve. Gov- 
ernments today require a full. com- 
mand. of njind and nerve to enable 
them to arrive at sound decistons and 
to persevere in them. 

Faction is therefore treason to the 
country. 

That does not, however, preclude a 
calm survey of the elections and of 


their meaning. Quite the contrary, | 
for we must. think .of the future and} 


prepare for it. 

The result of the elections has fully 
justified those whe maintaiped that no 
perty standing alone could hope to 
secure the measure of public support 
which “will guarantee stable . govern- 
ment. It is-true that the Conserva- 
tives have sueceeded in’ obtaining the 
return: of a majority of thé members: 
to the new Parliamént, but the most 
notable feature of the elections is the 
return of a decisive majority of mem- 
bers by..a very définite ‘minority .of 
electors. 

I observe that the Prime Minister in 
returning thanks to the nation claims 
that he has received a vote of confi- 
dénté from the 'r~vle of this country. 
Out of a total poll of 15,000,000. hia 
candidates secured less than 6,000,000 
votes; Making. full allowance -for 
uncontested seats this figure cannot be 
stretched:out to a height much above 
6;000,000: That means that only two- 
fifths of the electorate voted confi- 
aenes in the Administration, while 
three-fifths voted confidence in other 
leaders or groups. 

Denies It Is Vote of Confidence. 

A’ minority *-of $,00u,000 -in> the 
national’ referendum could hardly . be 
claimed as .a vote of confidence. 

It might be argued that when the 
question. of confidence or no confidence 
comes Ao be stated, the National Lib- 
erals~ having promised co-operation, 
the votes recordéd by them ought. not 
to be placed on the debit side of the 
confidence account. . The basis of ap- 
peal made by» the» National Liberal 
candidates for support is practically 
that stated by me in my Manchester 
apeech: ; 

““ ‘The .supreme-task of statésman- 
ship at this hour is the pacification 
of the ‘nation, so that the people shall 
have leisure to: devote themselves to 
the. peaceful avocations of ‘life ‘to -fil 
up the ‘depleted reservoirs ‘trom which 
we ali°draw. My>course is a clear 
one: I will support with all my 
any Government that deybdtes itself, 
and lends its énergy, to that task with 
single-mindédness, fearlessness . and 
with: resolutton—provided it does not 
embark upon méasures which inflict 
permanent.’ ‘injury upon’ thé’ country;
